NOW THE COUNTRY IS SAFE 


Any Canadians who may be so lost to

PEWER TEACHERS 


Attendance at Alberta normal schools 
next year is to be limited to 700, This 
year 955 students are in attendance, of 
whom about 900 may be expected to 
qualify as teachers if the percentage of 
failures is no larger than usual. 

Undoubtedly, however the picking and 
choosing may be done, it is a serious 
matter to thus shut the door in the faces 
of young men and women who seek to 
enter the teaching profession, Whatever 
method of selection is employed, some 
will thus be barred who would make good 
teachers; and the usual proportion will 
be granted certificates who never will 
and never could become good teachers. 

But the controlling fact is that the 
profess is overcrowded, When that 
occurs wages tend to decline, As wages 
tend to go down the more capable and 
ambitious are encouraged to quit the pro- 
fession and try something that offers 
better rewards. But these are precisely 
the kind of teachers the schools need and 
the kind who should be induced to go on 
teaching. 

In the interests of the children, and 
their interest is supreme, the standard for 
admission to the teaching profession 
should be high, but the salary scale high 
enough to keep the best teachers on the 
job. That condition simply cannot exist 
when there is an army of unemployed and 
unemployable teachers, and some measure 
of restriction is the only apparent way of 
diminishing the present surplus. 

Nor is it any real hardship, when such 
a surplus exists, to discourage the idea 
that vast numbers of young men and 
women should spend a year of time and a 
considerable amount of money in qualify 
ing for certificates which may mean litth 

no to them as the means of earn- 


ion

WORK FOR IDLE MEN 


The Jasper Highway is uncompleted 
Splendid road-building weather here, 
and in prospect for several months, Some 
hundreds of men are parading /dmonton 
streets asking for a chance to earn 
living. 

There would seem to be in this situa 
tion the opportunity to turn wasted time 
and energy into a permanent improvement 
of large importance, and to make the im- 
provement at a smaller money cost than 
when times are good and wages high. And, 
incidentally, to ease an unemployment 
condition that is anything but encourag- 
ing and not visibly improving. 

The resources of the Provincial Goy- 
ernment are not without limit. Everyone 
understands that. And a harassed Minis- 
ter must distribute the funds at his dispo- 
sal with due regard to justice and peace. 
That also must be recognized. 

But the Jasper Highway is not some 
new and unheard of proposition. The leg- 
islature long ago committed itself to that 
undertaking. A vast amount of money 
has already been spent on the work. By 
no possibility can the public get value for 
the money already spent until the High- 
way is completed to the Park. These facts 
provide solid ground for a claim that an 
extra effort should be made to finish the 


Is 


job as soon as possible. 

Certainly the labor market can never 
be more favorable for pushing the work 
ahead rapidly and at a moderate cost 
than it is now. As a matter simply of 
dollars and cents, it woulc probably be 
cheaper to borrow the money and finish 
the highway this season than to do it on 
the instalment plan, and perhaps have to 
pay much higher wages for part of the 
work next year. And if that were done, 
employment would be provided for hun- 
dreds of men during the summer for whom 
there is no other work in sight.

THE VALUE OF MILK IN THE DIET 

Milk is an essential food to the 
young of all mammalia, It is exceed- 
ingly difficult to arrange a satisfactory 
substitute for milk in the diets of In-+ 
fants.‘ Normally, tho mother should 
be able to provide enough milk for 
the offspring until it is able to digest 
other foods. Actually it often hap- 
pens that there is not a sufficient 
amount of mother’s milk to nourish 
the child, 


Long before recorded history many 
human races learned that milk of 
other mammalia could *+be used to 
nourish human babies when the moth- 
er's milk was deficient. The best milk 
for this purpose for practical use was 
found to be the milk of cows, 

The domestication of cattle probably 


began on a large scale about ten or) 


twelve thousand years ago near Anan 
in Turkestan, Other peoples were at 
about the same time experimenting 
with the milk from such animals as 
mares, sheep, reindeer, goats and 
donkeys. In none of the other anl- 
mals which were tried did evolution 
and selection prove as satisfactory as 
with the cow for creating a milk- 
producing factory out of the mamary 
glands. ‘Through proper care cows 
have been trained to give a very good 
quality of mikk in large quantittes 
over a long period instead of the short 
time netessary to nourish thelr own 
young 

Although cow's milk was originally 
intended for the calf, I am firmly 
convinced that it is one of the most 
Valuable foods which man can use if 
he will learn to understand its proper 
place in the diet Babies seem to 
thrive Just as well on cow's milk with 
the addition of orange juice as on 
their own mother's milk, sometomes 
better, if the mother is sickly or up- 
set, It is better for a baby to have the 
milk from a contented cow than from 
a discontented and often neryous mod- 
ern mother, 

In using milk one should realize that 
it is a very nourishing food and con- 
tains practically all of the clements 
that are required for the body's nu- 
trition Cow's milk contains about 
3.5 per cent protein, 3.7 per cent. fat, 
4.8 per cent carbohydrates, .7 per cent 
mineral matter, whieh is to say that 
using a quart of milk is about equiva 
lent to eating a meal consisting of 
equal amounts of meat, butter and 
sugar. 

Milk also contains large amounts of 
Vitamin A, B, and D, making it a 
growth promoting and nerve building 
food.

| ived milk, but many cases of typhoid, 
| tuberculosis, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
Malto fever, dysentery, septic sore 
throat and, infections of sireptococct 
| and staphylococe! bacteria have been 
traced to unclean raw milk produced 
under unsanitary conditions, ‘Those 
cases would have been entirely pre« 
| sented through the use of pasteurized 
| milk, and unless these is very strict 
| and constant supervision and inspec- 
tion of herds and dairies, it is prob- 
ably the safest plan, for the average 
family to depend on milk which has 
been treated in this way.

Fire Commissioner Brace, 


Expresses Satisfaction 
at Figures 
During 1930 fire caused the death 


all right for Mr,|of 27 persons in Alberta, 17 of whom 


were children and was responsible for 
a monetary loss of $3,111,350, accord. 
ing to the annual report of Henry 
Brace, provincial fire commissioner. 

Despite the heavy toil that this haz- 
ard has taken, Mr. Brace expressed his 
satisfaction over the fact that the loss 
was considerably reduced over 1929 
when the property loss totalled $4,- 
273,279. 

The number of fires showed a re- 
duction from 2,148 in 1929 to 2,055 in 
1930. 

These figures are the lightest 
corded in the last two years 
DWELLINGS HIT 

The three largest contributing fac- 
tors to the loss were dwe'lings, stores 
and elevators, of which 922 dwellings 
were destroyed; 108 stores and 29 ele- 
vators, for a total loss of $1,525,817, 

Among the other properties figuring 
largely in the losses were 198 barns

and stables; 40 warehouses; 5 
schools and seven lumber yards and, 
mills, 

From investigations carried out by) 


departmenta) officials, Mr, Brace finds 
that the chief causes of fire were care- 
Jess smoking; children playing with 
matches and overheated furnaces 

As has been the case for some time 
lightning played a large part in the 
losses, In all 70 blaves were started 
by this means, causing a loss of $79,- 
487 

Officials investigated 90 fires and a 
a result five convictions for arson were 
registered and one for forgery. 

A total of 762 cities, towns and vil 
lages were inspected and 984 orders 
were given for the correction of de- 
fects,
